Only their hairdressers know for 
sure. St. Patrick*s school closed a few years ago. The Walnut Hill school is 
co-ed. Natick High and the Walnut Hill schools produce talented theatrical 
productions. Sunshine Dairy is still Sunshine Dairy but who of us still goes 
there for ice cream after a game? I go to the field behind the dairy in late 
spring to pick strawberries. Pendelton*s and Jones Drug, Town Paint, the 
Outdoor Store, Debsan's and other stores have survived the years. So have the 
banks. However, some of the banks have changed names. The Main Street 
downtown stores recently got a face lift as did the Natick Common. Have you 
seen the new bandstand? The Colonial Theatre area looks like a bomb zone. 
Coolidge Jr. High now houses senior citizens. The Natick Mills near 
Grandmother*s Mince Meat has gone condo. The busy downtown post office has 
curtailed business hours. When did the 30 stamp for a letter soar to 250? We 
have Bingo nights and support groups and physical fitness centers. The Army 
Labs have successfully pioneered with space age food preparations and 
packaging and have developed new ideas in clothing. Natick flourishes with 
shopping centers, hotels, restaurants, office space, office space, office 
spaoe, office space and office space. Stop & Shop at routes 9 & 27 will soon 

become a super store and Legal Sea Food has broken ground for yet another 
restaurant along the Golden Mile in Natick. We have a service road between 
the Natick Mall and the Shopper*s World Mall called Flutie Pass. On some cold 
winter Saturdays and/or Sundays you can see models in East Natick on route 9 
in the latest fur fashions smiling and waving you on in hopes you will shop 
their store.

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As we look at the world today it seems that man is surround¬ 
ed.: by confusion and sorrow. His days are shadowed by fear and 
criticism on all sides. But is man really such a misled, unhappy, 
wicked creature? Is his future truly so bleak and hopeless? When 
wne think a minute and realize this description of man and his 
:-ture it would apply to each of us; since we are all men, we must 
iz least hope that such a fate is not to be ours. Yet this cynical 
attitude seems to be the basis of today’s philosophy. You may hear 
it quoted almost anywhere a group of people are gathered to dis¬ 
cuss current affairs. The war we are fighting, with its killing and 
destruction, leads us to think generally of all of man’s failures 
and completely ignore his achievements. Therefore, in the face of 
this prevalent cynicism and skepticism, it is perhaps good that we 
rake some time to consider the accomplishments of the human 
race, for who can regard them seriously and still feel hopeless 
about the present and the future? 

Early man lived in a very primitive fashion, but as he dis¬ 
covered how great was his power to build he began to develop 
true civilizations. Men discovered things and could remember 
them and soon they built up a store of knowledge. From the 
knowledge sprang constructive techniques and skills and ideas, 
and from these, great civilizations. Around the Mediterranean 
shone the first lights—Egypt, Babylonia, Assyria. Men had arrived 
at the state intended for them by their Creator. 

Some of these civilizations were so well built that we still have 
evidence of them in existence today; for the tools, great pyramids, 
records carved in stone, and the Sphinx still remain. Many of the 
ideas of these early governments are in the bases of our present 
governments. Civilization advanced further to the glory of Greece 
and Rome. 

After Rome came man’s one great so-called setback, the Mid¬ 
dle Ages. Ignorant barbarians swept down from the North and 
seemed to destroy when actually they were just assimilating it. 
These men were taking longer to realize their power to build. 
When the realization came, however, the Roman idea won them 
over and a new and greater civilization emerged. Meanwhile, the 
Middle Ages served as a time in w-hich historians could collect 
the scattered records of the old triumphs and compile them for 
preservation. The monks in monastaries throughout Europe are 
especially renow'ned for this w'ork. Regaining the high civilization 
of old after the Middle Ages was slow, hard work, but having the 
ideas of Egypt, Greece and Rome with them, and being naturally 
good creatures who strive always to the highest state God has 
meant for them, men succeeded once more. 

From that time on, among men in the world there has been 
uninterrupted progress, sometimes slow-, sometimes swift, but al¬ 
ways moving. Old fields were rediscovered and new ones founded. 
The arts of painting, sculpture, and architecture continually change 
and reflect the characteristic feeling of each successive period, but 
heights reached in the Old World by Michael Angelo and Raphael 
have never been exceeded. Extensive exploration made the world 
larger, then transportation and communication made it smaller 
again. The wireless telegraph, the telephone, the radio bring all 
the parts of the world into close contact. Deisel locomotives, 
modern cars, jet planes, great ocean liners make it possible for 
people and goods to go from place to place in a minimum of 
time. By trade and treaty nations have become interdependent 
upon one another for existence in the modern scheme. Medicine 
has become a great profession and together with research and 



technology finds ever new ways to preserve and enhance living. 
Miracles of modern surgery, the wonder drugs, vitamins, synthetic 
materials, new and useful elements, X-rays, atomic energy are only 
a few examples of this ’’better living through science.” 

America, since her beginning has proudly shared a leading 
spotlight with many other parts of the world in these many great 
achievements. But in social development, America has a separate 
spotlight all her own. For it was her democratic principles carried 
out so fully that made America great. Casting out social distinc¬ 
tions and building on the idea that all men are created equal, 
America achieved true government of, by and for the people. 
This idea spread to education and we’ve advanced in a few years 
from the one-roomed log hut to the great modern schools we are 
building today. In turn, widespread education has resulted in our 
having the highest standard of living in the world. 

Is it any wonder then that America is called the "Land of 
Tomorrow with such accomplishments behind her? Can we not 
wonder excitedly about the achievements to come, not only here 
but throughout the world? Why then do we regard ourselves so 
hopelessly? It is true that many of our inventions and materials 
are being used for destructive purpose, notably Atomic Energy. 
But these same inventions and materials have a constructive peace¬ 
time value we must not overlook. 

These ideas are not as far-fetched as they may sound. Mis¬ 
takes are well to remember if they will profit us in the future, 
but living constantly with them depresses us and makes us frus¬ 
trated and blocked. The present proves that to us. Men are dis¬ 
couraged and cynical. Skepticism is replacing hope, suspicion 
faith. We re forgetting the principles which have made America 
great—tolerance, co-operation, mutual respect and recognition of 
the dignity and w'orth of the individual, hope for the future, and 
above all faith in God and in our fellow man. 

We, the Class of 1953, are now standing face to face with 
the future. We are the hope of the world of a no-very-distant 
tomorrow'. If we are to succeed we must get the idea of Man’s 
goodness into our hearts and living by it set an example to the 
others. We must educate ourselves in every way possible and each 
seek to do his own best to aid the progress of mankind toward an 
even better world. Let the lights of the past progress be our 
beacons for the future. Each person will have a chance to do some 
part, if only by virtue of living a good life. Feel the world is a 
good place today and tomorrow it will be so much more pleasant 
to face. We then shall be the men Browning describes who "fall 
only to rise again, and seeing the wrong strive ever to triumph 
over it.”

It was a wet, chilly morning—or was it warm 
and sunny? No matter what it was, between our 
anxiety, anticipation and general bewilderment, we 
had neither the time or the inclination to observe the 
evils of the weather. This of course, was that day in 
the month of September, 1950, on which we were en¬ 
rolled as students of the sophomore class in the 
Natick High School. 

For days, we, the bewildered sophomores, wan¬ 
dered aimlessly about the treacherous corridors of 
the Natick High School, confused by the changing 
of classes, and awed by the confident, self-sustained 
upper classmen and, as it seemed, the awe-inspiring 
faculty. 

Mr. Maffeo, our principal, officially greeted us 
and proceeded to instill in us the rules and regulations 
of the school at the Welcome Sophomore Assembly. 

In addition to greeting the students who came 
from Junior High, we were joined by the graduates 
of St. Patrick’s Parochial School and the following 
transfer students: William Flannery, Joan Fleming, 
Philip Flynn, James Gregg, Ann Novick, and Sherrill 
White. We were also introduced to several new 
faculty members: Mr. Warren Colson, Science; Mr. 
Edgar Knapp, English; and Mr. Leo Bachini, Music. 

The .first social event of our school year was the 
Welcome Sophomore Dance, sponsored by the Stu¬ 
dent CounciL Close on its heels w r ere the all-impor¬ 
tant class elections. We nominated and elected to 
lead as during our first vear: Douglas Bovd. Presi¬ 


dent; Harold Byers, Vice-President; Harriet Carey, 
Treasurer; and Peggy Neary, Secretary. 

In April we presented our first assembly. It took 
the form of a talent show and went over very favor¬ 
ably with the entire school. We were sorry to have 
Mr. Nicholas Xanthaky, Head of the Commercial 
Dept., leave us to enter business. By now, having 
been broken into the routine of things, we went 
ahead and in May held our first sponsored dance. 
This, too, was a success, and added much to our social 
prestige which we needed badly to combat those 
"Final Exam Blues.’’ From then on it was fairly 
smooth sailing. 

During the summer months of 1951 while many 
worked, some visited, and others loafed, on the whole 
everyone had fun and came back to the hallowed 
halls that September in quite a different manner from 
our earlier arrival. There was now a new group in 
our place as sophomores and we were the upper 
classmen, to be looked up to with adoration by those 
adolescents.
